CAPITAL. 
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~ AUSTRALIA’S GREAT WORK.

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Three thousand people are to-day fashion- 
ing the new capital of: Australia—Can- 
berra, and “something substantial is now 
visible to indicate just how more than 
£5,000,000 has been spent in the creation of 
the nation’s headquarters. 

Standing out prominently and conspicuously 
above everything else iy the picturesque 
landscape, is the new white-faced Parliament 
House, a huge noble structure, which, when 
completed, will have cost more than £250,000, 
mostly distributed in the purchase of 
‘Australian material and Jabour. 


A new. low-level bridge is being con- 


“strutted over thé Molonglo to provide a 


ghort route between the Administrative 
Offices and the Parliament House. Steam- 
rollers pulverise the road-building material, 
muid they are followed by the as- 
phalters. A motor sprinkler passes 
twice daily over the complete city 
network of well-built roads. Around Parlia- 
ment House ploughs and scoops are at 
work giving the necessary levels to the 
gardens. A hillock is being removed so as 


prepared without regard to expense. 

Despite opposition, the city is to have its 
lake. ,Along the course of the Molonglo 
scores of men are cleaning up, removing the 
snags and the fallen willows. Under con- 
structiobn, near Yarralmula, not far from the 
centre of the city, is a weir which will hold 
back six feet of water covering the low-lying 
areas, and thas provide a lake of ample 
dimensions on which there will be boating 
and sailing. 

Between Queanbeyan and Canberra a fleet 
of modern “busses is plying, bringing out 
daily people anxious to get rich quick, by 
r-plying their enterprise to the growing 
capital. Most of the visitors here have come 
to seek out a block, either for business or 
residential purposes. 

At Bastlake, the industrial centre, modern 
shops are being constructed. ‘Two Quean- 
beyan merchanis have established up-to-date 
departmental stores, so that Canberva resi- 
dents can do their shopping now in their 
own city. But prices are high—much higher 
than in New South Wales provincial cities. 
Competition, however, is expected to bring 
about adjustments. As far as business is 
coneerned the present tren@ is in the direc- 
tion Of over-optimism. Not until 1927 will 
the big influx from Melbourne take place. 

At the now Parliament LTlouse the struc- 
tural work is complete, but there is yet 
much to be done as regards interior fittings. 
RKespousible officers say that at the very least 
fen months will be requived to complete the 
job. ‘The completion of the administrative 
offices and tKe provision of housing for the 


« central staff will take loner. 


\. The estimate for the construction of the 


Parliamentary buildings was in the vicinity 
of £250,000. The actual cost will be in the 
region of £300,000. Money is ‘being 
lavished upon the structure and its surround- 
ings. When finished it, will be something 
worthy of Australia. 

It is a noble, widespread edifice.’the archi- 
tecture of which follows no particular period. 
All the principles of modern building science 
have been combined to produce a Parliament 
Ho replete with every convenience 

e materials employed in construction in- 
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clude 4,000,000 bricks, 4,810 tons of eement, 
20,000 tons of sand and yravel, 533 tons of 
oregon, 621 tous of hardwood, 250 tons of 
other timber. 1,500 tons of iron and steel, 
and 91,000 tiles, 

Immediately behind the imposing entrance, 
from which an uninterrupted view of. practi- 
call: the whole city is obtainable, is a wide 
public hall, plainly but artistically decorated. 
From here the huge reception hall is entered. 
lt is the equivalent of Queen’s Hall at the 
lederal House, Melbourne, but more spacious 
and lofiy. <A statue of the King will be 
prominently placed in the hall, while the 
walls will carry the pictures of past Prime 
Ministers, Presidents of the Senate, and 
Speakers of the House of Representatives.

Both have been designed to accommodate 
substantially more members than ate now 
allotted to each House. 
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TUBE RAILWAY TO COST 
£4,000,000, 
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The guestion of a tube railwav for Man- 
chester is to be discussed in the report ot a 
special committee of the Manchester Citv 
Council. The originator of the proposal, 
Alderman Bowie, stated that among the con- 
clusions from an eighteen months’ study of the 
problem it would be found that no engitieering 
obstacle existed, but that the great difficulty 
would be to finance the scheme. 

‘* Manchester,” he said, “is one of the 
eusiest places to tunnel for the purposes of a 
[nbe reilway. We have had the opinion of 
geological experts, and they say that 75 per 
cent. of the strata to be penetrated at a depth 
of from 40ft. to 80ft. would be the red, sand. 
stone of the Mersey Basin. The cost of con- 
structing a tube is estimated at from £250,000 
£500,000 a mile, so that for a course of 
abont 14 miles—the suggested distance—the 
total cost of a tube railway would be over 
£4,000,000. I have no doubt that the under-

The Free State estimates for the year end- 
ing 3lst March, 1927, show that the amount 
allocated to public works and buildings has 
been increased by £143,190 more than the 
financial year just closing. The total esti- 
mated for last vear was £870,716, while the 
figures this year are £1,013,906. 

‘For urgent and unforeseen works £30,000 
is put down: £50,000 is deducted for works 
which may not be chrried out during the 
year, leaving a total of £673,790 for new 
works, alterations, and additions, as compared 
with £420,965 voted in 1925-26. 

Appended are figures showing the sums 
estimated, already voted, and to be expended 
on various important public buildings.

At the annual dinner of the British Wlec- 
trical Development Association in Londen, 
Lord Burnham said that electricity was fast 
seine from the stage of public atility to 
that ofpublic necessity, but public necessities 
depended upon public estimates. They wanted 
to know when electricity would be as cheap 
and plentiful as it ought to be if England was 
to hold her own against an electrified world, 
in the power that was motion and the motion 
that was power. 

Sir Jchn Sneil, Chief Electricity Commis- 
sioner, replying, said that doubts had been 
expressed whether we should ever reach a 
pubis consumption in fhis country cf 500 
wnits- per head. as in the United States, or 
More. Statistics showed that the output was 
he 
bad eo doubt that we should zreatly exceed 
the sale of 500 units per head in the years to 
s0Me. 

The Commissioners, supported by other ex- 
pérts, had advised that instead of generating 
électricity in some 500 stations, it should be 
generated on a much bigger scaic in a few well. 
chosen stations, probably some 50 in number. 
The main purpose of the Central Board to be 
get Up would be to secure cheaper generation 
by assisting existing authorities themselves to 
extend ‘suitable stations and to build new 
ones, or obtain cheaper supplies in bulk. For 
that purpose a complete svstem of cables aud 
lines, what had colloquially. been called a 
“ gridiron,” must gradually be developed 
so as to inter-connect these selected stations, 
add greatly: to their economy and security, 
and also convey supplies- from those sources 
to many hundreds of other distributors. The 
Cérfimissioners believed that this network of 
** oridiron ” of cables would not only render 
the supply more secure, make it more avail- 
able for future extensions or railway electrifi- 
cation, but that it would also help to decen- 
tralise industrial works and relieve the con- 
gestion in towns; assist the development of 
model villages, and add greatly to the comfort 
of rural communities. It would certainly as- 
sist in the reduction of the smoke nuisance 
and add materially to the cleanliness of towns. 
The great revival of rural industries, which 
was now beginning to be evident, should be 
hastened and encouraged by bringing to them 
this wonderfully flexible form of energy. That 
was brie¥v the technical and economic scheme 
for the improvement of  electrmecity supply 
which they thought should be carried out. It 
was now before Parhament in the Electricity 
(Supply) Bill, 1926. He hoped that all those 
interested would offer constructive criticism, 
so that the bill might be added to the Statute 
Book in a form which would ensure the 
highest and best development of the industry.

NEW HOUSING MATERIALS 
TESTS. 


Rae abhaile 

More than 1,000 new materials for housing 
have been submitted to the Munistry of 
Health as substitutes for brick. 

Tests of these materials are now being car- 
ried out so as to ascertain the áin life 
of houses constructed by these new methods, 
and also their suitability for houses built 
with the aid of Government loans. 

This work is being carried on at the Build. 
ing Research Station, now being transferred 
from Acton to Garston, near Watford. 

The new home of the department is an old 
mansion, the stables and greenhouses of which 
have been transformed into laboratories. Thé 
‘cost of the mansion and its equipment for 
research work has been abont £21.700. 

Special efforts are being made to procure 
for Garston a staff possessing adequate scien- 
tific training and also understanding the 
necessities of huilding.

The Housing Committee of Dundee Town

to build 1,000 concrete houses within eighteen 
months or two vears. It was stated that the 
total eost of this scheme would be in the 
region of £500,000.

HOUSES TO LET IN BELFAST. 


In the Northern Parliament an interest- 
ing debate arose on the desirability of ad- 
mitting a house of 550 superficial feet for 
subsidy under the Housing Bill. ; 

The Minister of Home Affairs, in moving 
the second reading of the measure, said its 
object was to extend for a further year the 
Housing Acts of Northern Ireland. He paid 
a tribute to the assistance which local au- 
thorities had given to the Government in the 
carrying out of the administration of the 
Acts. The Government did not claim that 
they had solved the housin ET but 
thev heid that the success oí the operations 
of the Acts justified them in carrying out 
the course which was embodied in the bill. 
The returns dealing with houses erected 
from month to month showed a steady in- 
crease. Private builders, as distinct from 
local authorities, during the two years the 
Acts had teen in operation, had had 3,603 
houses authorised, and of these no fewer 
than 2,054 had been completed. Local au- 
thorities “had had. 1,926 houses authorised. 
and of these 703 had been completed. That 
made the total namber authorised 5,539 dur- 
ing the period. Recent statistics showed an 
increase in the number of houses which were 
heing erected; while, if they compared Eng- 
land and Wales with Northern Ireland, and 
allowed for the proportionate population, 
they found that in this matter Northern Ire- 
land was making more progress than England 
and Wales.. The policy of the Government 
had been to encourage private enterprise as 
much as possible, and to avoid unnecessary 
restrictions. They were indebted to the 
local authorities for the way they. had come 
forward and helped. Representations had 
been made to him by certain local ‘authori- 
ties advocating the extension of the maxt- 
mum limit of 950 superficial feet to 1,400 
superficial feet, but the Government, after 
careful consideration of the suggestion, found 
they could not see their way to accede to 
that request. They found that if the maxi- 
mum limit was extended it would act as an 
encouragement to builders to confine them- 
selves to houses more of the villa type, and 
thereby to a certain extent nullify the in- 
tention to help forward 
houses for the working classes. What they 
wanted was a cheap, self-contained and 
healthy house. It was no use buildingshouses 
for the artisan class to be let at a rent which 
they could not afford to pay.

houses built in 1898 or thereabouts. 

Mr. M‘Mullen protested against the build.

Mr. Black said there had recently risen a 
phenomenon in the City of Belfast, and that 
was ‘‘ Houses to let.”

had given to encourage building, and the. fact 
that a new Rent Restriction Act had heen 
passed. In a short time, he thoueht. there 
would be competition amongst landlords look- 
ing for tenants instead of competition amongst 
tenants looking for houses. 

Mr. Hanna (Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Home Affairs) said no new matter 
was introduced in the bill. They only asked 
the House to approve of the law as first 
enunciated in the Act of 1923. He pointed 
out that the Act permitted the erection of 
houses of 650 feet and, under special circum. 
stances, of 550 feet. The 550 feet house con- 
tained a living room, first and second bed- 
rooms, a seullerv. accommodation for a bath 
and other apartments. There was no such 
thing contemplated in the mind of any mem- 
ber of the Government as a two-roomed house 
tor anybody. 


GAS FIRES FOR SCHOOLS. 
a — — 


The first British school to adopt an anti- 
smoke system of heating is St. Chrysostom’s 
Church of England Schoo! for Boys, Evertan, 
which is under the direction of the Liverpool 
Education Committee. Large gas fires of the 
mjector-ventilator type, which ensure a con- 
tinuous supply of fresh air, have been placed 
um each of the eight classrooms in place of 
slow-combustion stoves and open fires. A 
control tap key has been fitted to prevent 
‘the unproper or excessive use of the fires. 

The new system has been installed at the 
suggestion Of the headmaster, and the average 
cost was £8 a fire. 

Managers, teachers, and scholars are all 
fully satisfied with the results, Mr. J. Ran- 
dall Peach, the headmaster, states in a letter 
to the British Commercial Gas Association, 
and he enumerates the proved advantages of 
the gas system as follows :— 

The atmosphere of the schoo! is cleaner. 

A part-time cleaner only is now employed 
instead of a full-time man in consequence cf 
the abolition of coal and ashes. 

The fires have proved odourless, efficient, 
economical, healthy, cheerful, and convenient, 

The total gas bill is no bigger than the 
former cou] and gas bills combined. 

Mr. Randall Peach commends the gas fire 
system to managers of schools and similar in- 
stitutions.

Conflict in China. 


After four years of the most bewilder- 
ing uncertainty the political situation in 
China seems to be taking a more or 
less coherent shape. In 1924 the so- 
called “Christian” general, Feng Yu- 
hsiang, combined Wu “Pei-fu, a 
soldier of unusual military attainments, 
against Chang Tso-lin, military governor 
of Manchuria. The fortunes cf battle 
alternated between the two contending 
parties, and a military decision. seemed 
to be impossible, when, by one of those 
kaleidoscopic changes which are incom- 
prehensib!s to the Western mind, there 
was a reshuffle of partners, and Wu Pei-fu 
found himself opposed to his former ally, 
Feng, who had joined forces with Chang 
Tso-lin. The civil war raged through- 
out last year, still without a decision, in 
the field. The “Christian” general sought 
help from the Russians, who supplied 
him and his associate, Chang, with arms 
and ammunition, and the cause of. Wu 
Pei-fu seemed to be almost hopeless when 
there was another startling volte face. On 
this occasion Chang Tso-lin deserted his 
comrade in arms and went over to the 
side of Wu, with the result that for the 
last few mont s the “Christian ” general, 
Feng, has been fighting single-handed 
against Chang and Wu, with both of 
whom he previously had been allied. For 
the first time since the civil war begat 
a definite decision seems now to be within 
sight. The combined forces of Chany 
and Wu appear to have x tablished an 
undeniable superiority over Feng Yu- 
hsiang, and the latest advices from China 
announce that tho “Christian” general 
is retreating northwards through Peking. 

In order to understand, even remotely, 
the issues that underlie the Chinese 
problem one must recall the 
Japanese War of twenty years ago. Now, 
as then, Russia and Japan ate striving 
for the control of China. Russia is 
determined to dominate the Far East, 
especially as her Western ambitions have 
been thwarted by the unexpectedly strong 
resistance of Poland and the complete 
collapse of her intrigues in Germany. Japan 
is almost desperate. The United States 
immigration laws have excluded her people 
from settlement in California; the policy 
of “White Australia,” reinforced: by the 
abrogation of the Anglo-Japanese alliance 
of 1906, has prevented her expansion in 
the Southern Continent, and her popula- 
tion continues to increase at an alarming 
rate. China is her last resource. Pressure 
by Britain and the United States forced 
Japan to revise her ‘Shantung policy after 
the Great War; but throughout’ the civil 
strife in China Japan has been in the 
background, supporting Chang  Tso-lin. 
The end ts not yet. Feng has been de- 
feated, and is in flight towards the 
Mongolian Marches, where he will be in 
close touch with his Bolshevist friends. 
The victorious Chang an. Wu probably 
will. occupy Peking hnd establish a joint 
administration. As the choice at the 
moment is between Tokio and Moscow, 
and as the Chinese people are constitu- 
tionally incapable of Bolshevism, Chang’s 
régime, if and when it is brought into 
being, is likely fo constitute the nearest 
approach to stable government. that China 
has known since the fall of the Empire. 

The position of the Powers during all 
the troubles in China haz been singularly 
impotent. Until about ten days ago, when 
they sent an ultimatum to the rival 
Tuchuns, who had Closed the Pei-ho,} 
river to foreign merchant-men, the | 
seemed to be completely powerless how 
to influence the course of events or even 
‘to protect the interests of their own 
subjects in China. Now, however, there 
is a chance that they may be able to 
recover their lost prestige. With a settled

Homage to Shakespeare. 
The leaders of the three great British 
párties, together with Mr. Thomas Hardy,: 
the’ one unquestioned living master of 
English letters, have issued to the English- 
speaking world an appeal for means ‘to 
build at Stratford-on-Avyon a _ worthier 
national memorial than the theatre which 
recently was destroyed by fire. For nearly 
fifty years Shakespeare has been played in 
Shakespe@te’s town for the delight of 
literary “pilgrims from the ends of the 
earth; but a larger theatre than the old 
one is néeded to aécommodate the increasing 
crowds of spectators who now assemble; ani 
to do justice. to Shakespeare's art. It :s 
fitting that such an appeal should be made 
by the chief leaders of the British State ; 
for Shakespeare’s plays are the richest 
possession of the British nation. It fell to 
the little Kingdom which Elizabeth ruled 
to bear one of the supreme poets of ail 
ages. England was slow to recognise the 
greatness of her own child. Not until the 


that. position in the nation’s mind which 
ig his due, and even to-day his plays are 
staged more frequently in Berlin than in 
London. At Stratford-on-Avon the homage 
of - multitudes, Assembled from over the 
seas, is a continual reproach to the Briton 
at The performances at the 
Shakespeare Memoriat Theatre have been 
to the English-speaking: race a national 
sacrament. The theatre has been a double 
memorial to Shakespeare—to the dramatist 
and to the actor. The Earl of Oxford and 
Asquith, praising the plays of Mr. Sean 
O'Casey, spoke of the Irish playwriglit’s 
debt to the ‘« incomparable acting, indi-- 
vidual and collective, of what I believe to 
be the finest company of actors upon any: 
stage in Europe at this moment.’’ Shake- 
speare, who left rome of his masterpieces 
to the chance survival of acting drafts, 
and went home to grow. apples when he had 
accumulated a little fortune, would be the 
readiest of all dramatists to thank the 
players for their contribution to his fame. 
Probably he spent as much pains in per- 
fecting the “ business ”' of his plays, which 
has come down in a wholly . doubtful. 
tradition, as in dashing off inspired lines 
of verse. It was less Shakespeare than 
England itself that created and. preserved 
those feasts of wit and golden song which 
are enjoyed at Stratford-on-Avon by men 
of many nations, repairing to thaí little 
Warwickshire town. Long-dead genera- 
tions, by the voice of art, then call across 
the abyss of ages to the living; and’ there 
the old-time merrie England renews its 
being in the craft of the actors and the 
poet’s lines.

The Census and Irish. 


The Free State Government wiil take a 
census. Of the people on Sunday, the 18th 
April, and the results will have a special 
interest not merely because this will be 
the. first census: since an independent Con- 
stitution detached the Saorstat from the 
six counties of the North. It will be also 
the first. census since 1911; for,; on 
account of the disturbed conditions of 
the country, the British census of 1921 
was not taken in Ireland. It will be 
found probably that the passage of fifteen 
eventful years has wrought marked changes 
under some of the headings in the census 
paper, such as population, occupations 
ind the membership of religious bodies: 
We shall not be surprised, for instance, 
if the mumber of foreigners resident in 
the twenty-six counties in 1926 is shown 
to be considerably larger than was their 
number in 1911. The Free State Govern- 
ment’s queries differ in few respects from 
those which were addressed to all and 
sundr: under the British régime; and we 
have no doubt that the task of collecting 
such delicate statistics as the birth-dates 
of middle-aged female citizens will. be 
handled as tactfully by the Civic Guard 
as is was handled formerly by the Royal 
Trish Constabulary. The census will ascér- 
tajn the exact number of persons in the 
Saorstat who speak “Irish and English’’ 
or the English language only. Here, it 
occurs to us, the Government has an 
excellent opportunity to assert the courage 
of its presumed convictions. It has made 
the Irish language compulsory in the 
schools and a strict condition of all em- 
ployment in the service of the State, and 
it is spending huge sums of the taxpayers’ 
money on the revival and dubious 
modernisation of the ancient tongue. De 
the people approve of this expenditure 
and do they regard compulsory Irish as a 
blessing or as a grave injury to their 
children’s prospects in life? The Govern- | 
ment is now in a position to get in the 
most definite touch with the popular mind. 
It has only to put the query, “Do you 
approve of compulsory Irish?’ in the 
census paper, and to require every head 
of every family.in the Saorstat to answer, 
“Yes” or “No.” If it were a truly demo: 
cratic Government, it would not hesitate 
to invite the test. Since the Free State 
was founded the opinion of the nation on 
a policy which vitally concerns all the 
nation’s parents and children never has 
beén sought at a general electioh—or by 
any other means.

MH. HORGAN’S SUGGESTIONS. 

The Select. Committee of the Free State 
Senate, which is considering the Coroners 
dill, amet. yesterday, when there. were-. pre- 
sent—Senators Lord Glenavy (in the chair), 
the Countess of Desart, Sir E. Coey Bigger, 
Kenny, Farren, Jackson and Brown. 

Mr, J. J. Horgan (Cork), gave evidence in 
regard to the views of the Coroners’ Associa- 
tion, He stated that he had had some various 
and. rather startling experiences in the dis- 
charge of his officé: e returned verdicts 
of murder against the Kaiser and against 
every military organisation in this’ country. 
There had been some slackness in the carry- 
ing out of the duties of Coroners, but they 
were no worse than other Government depart- 
ments during the years of upset. The office 
ct Coroner was of great importance in the 
judicial system of: the country, and very 
Serious issues might depend on the evidence 
in his court. 
totally inadeguate to the oflice—the more so, 
as they had to pay all their expenses of 
travelling, and also had to pay their deputies. 

Among suggestions that he would like to 
see adopted in the bill was one to the effect 
that a Coroner should be able to dispense 
with a jury, especially. where an inquest ‘was 
held in the house of a poor family, on whom 
the |tramping in of a dozen men had a de- 
pressing effect. He suggested, and the Com- 
mittee. accepted the suggestion, that it should 
be, a statutory obligation on the Civic Guard 
to report.ito the Coroner in cases where death 
took place without medical attendance. The 
Coroner should have the right to order the 
exhumation of a body without seeking the 
consent of the Minister for Justice. 
. The ‘question of the Coroner’s having thé 
right to call in a pathologist and pay him a 
proper fee was one of creat importance. On 
the subject of: fees, he said that he was em- 

wered to allow.no more than five shillings 
or the exhumation and reinterment of a 
body. He could not. give a witness expenses 
beydnd two shillings, and, even then, he 
vould give such expenses only to a poor 
person, á

| CAUSE OF BIRD 


PRO ION. 
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ACTIVITIES OF IRISH SOCIETY | 


REVIVED. .. 


Av special meeting of the Irish Society for 
the Protection of Birds was held in the rooms 
of the Royal Irish Academy, Dawson street, 
Dub.in, yesterday. Sir Frederick Moore pre- 
sided, and there was a large attendance. 

No meeting of the Society had been held 
since 1920, and no report bad been issued 
since 1921. aA 

The report, which was submitted to the 
meeting, referred to the reasons why the 
meetings of ‘the Society lapsed, and stated 
that a Society had now been formed in the 
Six Counties, and that Scotland was also in- 
terested in Irish birds, as was shown by a 
recent letter from the Hon. Secretary of the 
Scottish Society, drawing attention to the 
killing of lapwings, in County Meath. The 
killing of this beautiful plover had been made 
illegal in 28 of the 33 Scottish counties.  . 

‘It is clearly time,” the report added, 
“ that.the cause of bird protection in Ireland 
should be actively resumed, and every effort 
made to secure, as far as possible, the support 
of the public in our work.’’ 

THE PRACTICE OF ROBBING NESTS. 
The Chairman, having expressed the hope 
that the. Society would now receive even 
greater support than during its active days, 
urged that children should be taught to take a 
greater interest in birds, and that school 
children should be taught not to rob birds’ 
nests. He alluded to the difficulty during the 
troubled times of preserving game, and stated 
that if they could only impress upon the 
authorities the importance of “ig “AAA, bird 
life, he thought that they would be only too 
happy to do all in their power towards that 
end. Many birds did damage, and other 
birds were blamed for doing damage which 
they did not do. When one heard the beauti- 
ful notes of the blackbird one did not grudge 
him.a few strawberries or gooseberries. This 
songster also did « great deal to keep down a 
plague of insects. i . 

A FASCINATING STUDY. 

If one fed the chafffinches, the robbins and 
other birds at a certain time they would re- 
turn at that particular time, and it became 
extremely fascinating to watch them. 

He moved the adoption of the report. 

The Rev. 1. W. O’Ryan,-P.P., who 
seconded, said that he did uot altogether 
agree with Sir Frederick Moore. All through 
the country birds were numerous, and he did 
not think that they should look on their pre- 
seut position as a bad-one. They had not as 
maty species in Ireland as in England, but 
there were more birds in every square mile in 
lreland than in any country in the world, and 
there were far more birds in Dublin Bay than 
in any other bay. 

Mr. J. Garvey spoke on the necessity of 
paying particular attention to the preservation 
of sich birds as the perigrine falcon and the 
quail. 

The report was adopted.

INFLUENTIAL. APPEAL FOR 
SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

The Prime Minister (Mr. Stanley Baldwin), 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, the Earl .of Oxford 
and Asquith, and Mr. Thomas Hardy, O.M., 
appeal: for subscriptions towards the rebuild- 
ing of the Shakespeare Memorial Theatre at 
Stratford-upon-Avon.

Bank, Stratford-upon-Avon. 

Dame Ellen Terry, in supporting the ap- 
peal, expresses the hope that the fund will 
also. make provision for a school in which 
young actors and actresses can be trained “in 
those methods of expression through which 
the genius of Shakespeare can alone be fully 
manifested upon the stage.”

For his solos Mr. Isaacs had chosen a 
sonata of Mozart, the Fantasie in F minor of 
Chopin, and the sonatina of Ravel. Most. dis- 
tinguished in his production of a delicate 
quality of tone, to which he gave many pleas- 
ing tints, Mr. Isaacs was well suited by the 
Mozart music. Which has a miniature aspect 
to senses trained to the resources of the 
modern grand *pianoforte; and he was still 
better suited by the Ravel music, of which 
he showed a refined appreciation. Mr. Isaacs, 
who has studied under Mr. Tobias Matthay, 
won the Macfarren and Sterndale-Bennett 
Scholarships at the Royal Academy of Music, 
and. has performed in London on various 
recent occasions, including Queen’s Hall con- 
certs.

HIGH TAXATION NOT THE 
» MAIN CAUSE: 


Mr. Thomas Johnson said that it “was

DRASTIC REMEDY NEEDED. 


It was necessary to deal with the situation 
radically, instead of thinking of it in terms 


of reduction of taxation. No maiter how 
great might be the effect of the present 


agitation for reduction, it would not, and 
could not, bring about a change in the 
present depressed conditions of agriculture. 
‘The trend of opinion in England was towards 
lower prices for farm products. If that 
became effective the Irish farmers would find 
their revenue from the British consumers 
reduced, and no reduction in taxation by 4 
smail economy here and a little cutting there 
would have any appreciable effect on the 
agricultural position. . 

He would ask Deputy Heffernan, and those 
who thought with him, to consider the possi- 
bility .of -inereasing the home market for 
farm produce, aud the seeking out of 
ways and means of securing that. increase. 
Leaving out wheat, flour and maize, there 
was imported into the Free State in the 
vear 1925 about six million pounds worth of 
bacon, butter, eggs and other ‘farm produce. 
There was a market waiting at the doors of 
the Irish farmers. There, was also another 
potential market in the 300,000. or .400,000 
people in the State, who from unemployment 
cohld buy only the smallest quantities of the 
cheapest possible kind of foodstuffs. He put 
it ‘to the agricultur‘o:s that ‘their best .in- 
derests lay ‘in assisting the people in the 
towns to a position to enable them to buy 
the butter and eggs and bacon and other 
produets ,of. Irish. land, and not to depend, as 
they ‘were depending entirely at present, 
upon the market in Ingland. 

How was th> potential demand for Irish 
produce to be made an effective demand? 
The fault he had to find with the present 
estimates was that the Government had not 
set itself to the task of putting the unem- 
ployed men of the country on work of utility, 
to earn wages out of which they could buy 
Trish produce. The Government should come 
to the House in the next week or so with a 
proposition involving the borrowing of large 
sums‘ of money to be directed seriously to 
productive purposes, to ensure that those 
willing and able to work should be provided 
with work.

DIRTY SCHOOLS. 
URGENT NEED OF. REFORMS. 


Lord Glenavy took the chair at 3 o'clock 
in-the Senate yesterday. - ' 

the. motion that the School Attendance 
Bill, 1925, be read a second “time, Mr. W. 
B. Yeats said that, they should not, force the 
children: into the schools until there was an 
assurance from the Government that, every 
School’ would be put into a fit condition to 
receive the-children. He read extracts from 
the report of Inspector Tierney to the effect 
that there is. a very considerable number of 
school ‘buildings ill-adapted to serve as 
schools—damp, decaying, uncomfortable and 
almost all unsanitary. It should be their 
business to see that the Govefnment got the 
necessary funds from tite State to provide 
adequate school accommodation. _He thought 
that a vote in the estimates was not the 
proper way to. do it, and that there should be 
a national ‘oan for the purpose. It 
‘predisely the kind of expenditure that. was 
usually met by a loan. 

The Government should appoint. a commis- 
siort to consider the whole question of school 
buildimgs in the State. It should be to the 
Senators a point of honour that they would 
hot dsk children to enter. school, buildings 
until those buildings were fit to receive them. 
He-had visited n number of schools in Dublin 
~and in the country and had been shocked at 
what he had seen. He had seen schools 
whee ‘at noonday the children had to work 
in artificial light, because the windows were 
too small. Many of those schools were filthy 
dirty. © A. substantial: minority of children 
were filthy dirty, and there were no adequate 
basins for the children to- wash in.» He had 
seen schools ‘that were perfectly clean, and 
had. seen. schools’ in the South of Ireland 
managed’ by the Sisters of Merey where the 
floors were washed «weekly -and’brushed daily, 
and where the children were perfectly clean, 
What was dóne-there could: bé done elsewhere 
in Ireland» “but: those things could not . be 
done unless they spent money. It should not 
be left toythe children to clean the schools 
after they had done their work. 


THE REMEDY. 

If the authorities. did not attend to those 
matters and. make the schools the centre of 
civilisation, the. children might as well be at 
home.. What was needed was a more efficient 
system of inspectors. The present inspectors 
were efficient, but they were not able to keep 
an eye on all those things.. There was an 
obvious .way out: of the difficulty—the way 
the Nórih of Ireland had taken—that was by 
putting the care of the school buildings into 
the hands of local committees. One inspector 
had strongly urged ‘that on the Government.

Many of the 
school buildings were unfit and unsanitary, and 
in one instance the,playground was the crypt 
of St, Audoen’s Church. Dublin might be 
called the city of beautifal children, but 
what happened to them after they had 
reached: the age of twelve years? Their 
appéarance fell off because no regard was 
paid to their health, and many of the schools 
which they. attended were ‘responsible: for 
that. The schools should be in good open 
sites, instead of, as they. were. af, present, in 
congested: areas where there were more than 
250 persons to the acre. He asked the Senate

The Census in the Free State will be 
taken on Sunday, April 18th. 

The Minister of Industry and Commerce 
laid on the table of the Oireachtas yester- 
day an,order, entitled “Statistics (Census 
of Population) Order, 19296,” which de- 
clares that statistics shall be collected of 
(a) population, (b) names, age and sex, (c) 
occupation, trade, profession or employ- 
ment, (d) nationality, birthplace, race and 
language, (e) religious ‘beliefs’ (f) conditions 
as to marriage, relation to head of family, 
issue born in marriage, (g) houses ‘and 
buildings, habited or uninhabited, or in 
course of erection, 

The persons or classes «f persons by 
‘whom returns are to be made are—({a) The 
head, or other person acting as head, of a 
private household, or (b) the person in 
charge of an institution, such as a 
boarding-house, common or other lodging- 
house, club, hotel, boarding-school, college, 
convent, monastery, barrack, county home, 
hospital, lunatic asylum, prison, etc. ; or 
(c) the master or other person in charge 
af a steamer, sailing vessel, yacht, fishing 
boat, etc., in waters within the jurisdic- 
tion. of. Saorstat Eireann, or @) in- 
dividuals. 

THE QUSSTIONS. 

The Census form will be ‘n Irish and 
in English.

AN AMENDING BILL. 

In the Northern Parliament vesgarday Sir 
Dawson. Bates, Minister of Ho Affairs, 
moved: the second reading of the Pharmacy 
(Temporary Provisions) Bill, the object of 
which was to extend to the 30th. of Septem- 
ber of. the present year the time in which 
Southern students can qualify for registration 
under the Northern Pharmacy <Act, and ‘also 
to make provision to enable the businesses of 
those chemists who died prior to the Act to 
be carried on under a qualified chemist. 

Mr. McMullen said that: ‘there was. no 
reciprocal arrangement between the Pharma- 
ceutical Association and those in Great 
Britain and the Free State, with the result 
that those who qualified in Northern Ireland 
had their activities very much circumscribed. 
A chemist who qualified in Northern Ireland 
and went to England would have to serve two 
years before he could qualify there. 

Mr. G.. B. Hanna, K.C., Parliamentary 
Secretary. said that it was their. desire to 
have chemists in Northern Ireland so qualified 
that they could take a position in any part of 
the wort It was impossible for them to say 
to the English or Free State Pharmacy 
Councils that. they must recognise Northern 
Ireland chemists.. The amending measure 
was brought in after consultation with the 
Northern Pharmacy Council. They were not 
without hope, now that they were securing 
that only fit and proper persons were admitted 
in Northern Ireland, that there would be 
reciprocal arrangement made between their 
Council and those in Great Britain and the 
Irish Free State.

 KUOMINCHUN FORCES 
NEAR PEKING. | 


EXPECTED MANCHURIAN 
ADVANCE. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
PEKING, Wednesday midnight 


(Chinese time). 

Two gunboats and four transports have 
landed Manchurian and Shantung troops at 
Tientsin, concentrating in the Russian con- 
cession, The former Governor-General, Li 
Ching-Lin has also arrived. According to 
despatches received here, a forward move of 
these troops in the direction of Peking is 
expected almost immediately. 

The Kuominchun Army has shortened its 

line to a strong ring, ten miles outside the 
Peking city walls, thu’ holding the capital as 
hostage against attack or siege, which, con- 
tingencies might invite foreign intervention, 
All the telegraph wires to Tientsin have been 
cut, following the Kuominchun Army’s with- 
drawal-to its inner line. 
In an earlier message our Peking Correspon- 
dent said:—The rush of influential Chinese 
into the Legation quarter here is increasing. 
The ‘latest arrivals include Chi-Ateh-Yao, 
Premier and War Minister, who, with the 
Provisional Executive, Tuan Chih-Jui, were 
condemned by the recent student mass meet- 
ing as national traitors and tools of the Im- 
perialistic Powers. The Radical students 
held a further demonstration to-day ‘in ‘the 
form of a State funeral for the victims of 
last week's shooting in front of the Cabinet’s 
building. 

The tenseness of the present situation is 
accentuated” by the determination of the 
Feng Yu-Hsiang armies, supported by the 
Bolsheviks, to retain control of Peking, while 
at the same time demanding that the Cabinet 
should resume its functions. Energetic efforts 
are being made for a peace conference, 
but the activities . of the. Bolshevik 
inspired students render this difficult. The 
situation is changing hourly, with a tendency 
toward graver complications. All approaches 
ty the capital are strongly held by ng 
Yu-hsiang s troops. I: is now declared that 
the retreat of the Kuominchun Army has 
slackened, owing to the appearance of hostile 
troops immediately to the north-east of 
Kalgan. Anti-foreign student demonstrations 
at Shanghai and Nanking have been sup- 
pressed by the provincia! Governor. 


KUOMINCHUN FORCES NEAR PEKING. 
PEKING, Wednesday. 

General Li Ching-lin, Chang. Tsung-chang 
and ‘several other Mukden. leaders have now 
reached Tientsin. Following the departure 
of the last infantry units, the Kuominchun 
armoured train left Yangtsun this mornin 
and halted at Langfang, after which the ail 
way, telegraph and telephone lines were, cut 
between Langfang and Lofa. The Kuo- 
minchun troops have consolidated their posi- 
tions in the vicinitv of Peking, where con- 
siderable forces hold the approaches to the 
city on three sides.— (Reuter. ) :

HIGH-PRICED U.S. STOCKS 
MAKE LOW RECORDS. 
NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

An avalanche of selling orders swept down 
the Stock mcerket. this morning, carrying more 
than a-score of high-priced issues of 3 to 19 
points to new low records for the year.

MATTEOTTI. TRIAL. 


THREE PRISONERS. 
CONVICTED. 
CHIETI, Wednesday. 

Following. the findings of the jury in the 
trial of five men for the murder of Signor 
Matteotti, 

Socialist. Deputy Dumini, Volpi, - and 
Poveromo were séntenced to five years, eleven 
months, and twenty days’ imprisonment each. 
They were also debarred for life from holding 
any public office, and ordered to pay the costs 
of the prosecution. 

The remaining accused, Malacria and Viola, 
were Requitted. The three men who have been 
convicted will benefit by a remission of four 
years from the length of their sentences. 
—(Reuter. ) 

The Chieti sentence caused no surprise, as 
it was what, everyone had expected. Malacria 
and Viola were released immediately; while 
Dumini, Volpi, and Poveromo will be relegged 
in abdut two and a half months, im view of 
the four years’ remission granted to them. 

The great event. of to-day was the harangue 
of Signor Farinacci, counsel for Dumini, 
which attracted long queues of: people, who 
waited from early morning outside the Court 
of Assizes for the opening of the doors, 
women being present-in even. larger numbers 
than usual. Signor Farinacci began by 
saying that he was sure that the verdict of 
the jury would be/worthy af Italian men, and 
would correspond with the nation’s demand 
for perfect justice, thus liberating the country 
from this tragic episode, which had been so 
savagely exploited by internal and foreign 
enemies of the country, with a view to 
hampering the “work - of’ resurrection. and 
restoration begun by the Fascista. 

Signor Farinacci said that he welcomed the 
presence of fortign correspondents, who were 
the ' best witnesses that the  counter- 
revolutionary programme of the Opposition 
was built by empty dreams. 


ELECTRIFYING THE 
GERMAN RAILWAYS. 


A BAD YEAR. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own Corres*onnent. 
BERLIN, Wednesday. 

The German National. Railway Company, 
which is controlled by the Reparations Com- 
mission, is about to negotiate for an inter- 
national loan of three hundred million marks. 
‘hese fufids are to be used for the electrifica- 
tion of the urban and suburban railways of 
Berlin; of several Bavarian lines, and for the 
purpose of constructing a new equipment, 
which the company cannot afford.at present. 

The railway company’s regular income, 
which has decreased during the last five 
months through -business stagnation, is just 
sufficient to defray running expenses and the 
monthly payments to the Reparations Com- 
mission. - There is no money left for improve- 
ments, although no improvements have been 
planned for a year. 
It is ‘intended ‘to issue preferentia} shares 
at 7 per cent. interest. These shares would 
remain under the control of a holding com- 
pany, which would issue certificates to in- 
vestors. This » complicated procedure is 
deemed to be necessary in order to facilitate 
the control of the German railways by” the 
Dawes Commission.

DOCTRINES FATAL. TO 
CONFIDENCE, 


In a leading article upon the newest lrench 
Budget proposals, The Times observes :—M. 
Peret’s prescription is »ractically the same 
as M. Doumer’s, because his diagnosis is the 
same. The malady to be cured is the old 
malady aggravated and inflamed by months 
of obstinate refusal to treat it by the only 
possible means of cure. The deputies are 
the same, and the new Cabinet is very like 
the old. The parties and groups in the 
Chamber and the incumbents of the different 
Ministries have been shaken up like bits of 
colorred glass in a kaleidoscope, and, as 
those bits do, they have fallen into new 
coribinations, but they are mostly the same 
old bits, and they seem certain to —— 
themselve; in very much the same old 
patterns. 

M. Briand has triec to make the pattern 
of his Cabinet look a little different, but 
the changes he has made have not satisfied 
either the Right or the Left. The 
Ministerial statement was coldly received by 
all parties, and in ‘oth Houses—apon whose 
‘‘ resolute and active” co-operation it 
asserts that Ministers cepend for “ the com- 
plete and sincere ' balancing of the Budget. 
and for confronting the difficulties of 
the financial situation. The franc is falling 
because neither Frenchmen nor foreigners 
believe that any Government can, and will, 
carry the indispensable financial reforms 
through the present Chamber. Nobody knows 
the true financial situation in France. Nobody 
knows what reliance is to be placed on the 
varying official estimates of the deficit on the 
estimates, of the yield of the old and new 
taxes, on the supposition as to the time when 
some of them will become productive, and 
on the specúlations as to the proportion of 
the short term bondholders who will refrain 
from demanding payment on the near dates 
when their securities become due. What 
everybod; does uo? is that ta loans to tha 
Government from the Bank of France and the 
fiduciary circulation have both increased 
enormously and progressively within the last 
year, and that the exchange value and the 
purchasing value of the franc have gone down 
as these have. gone up. - 

Both what is known and what is not known 
inevitably tend to sap confidence, and the 
tendency must be increased by al! suggestions 
that the Government are inclined to dally 
with the revolutionary and Socialist doctrines 
proclaimed within and through the ('arte/. 
Those doctrines are in their essence fatal to 
confidence, and without confidence France 
cannot be saved. 


BETTING TAX. 


VIEWS OF FORMER 
GOVERNORS. 

The following fetter. dated from the House 
of Lords, appears in The Times :— 

““ As the qnestion of a. tax on betting ts 
being much discussed at the present time, it 
may be.of interest to give the result of our 
experience of this question gained in many 
parts of the Empire.

U.S. WAR > CLAIMS. 


SENATOR BORAH EXPLAINS 
HIS RESOLUTION. 
From ' Tue Times’’ CorRReESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

The explanation ‘which has been made by 
Senator Borah of the motives which actuated 
him in his introduction of the resolution con- 
cerning the claims of United States citizens 
against the British and French Governments 
for acts alleged to have been committed be- 
tween August 1, 1914, and April 6, 1917, and 
of his present attitude to the question, 
shoald help to an understanding of the issue 
on both sides.of the Atlantic. 

Senator Borah, in conversation, warmly 
denies any provocative intent. He acted, 
he says, at the instigation of certain claim- 
ants, but should not for this reason be con- 
sidered as their attorney. As Chairman of 
the Foreign Relations. Committee of the 
Senate, he desires to know what American 
claims arising out of the war are 
still unsettled; what steps. if any, the 
State Department intends to take for their 
liquidation, and he asks for this information 
because he believes that if the administration 
does not intend to attempt to collect them 
from Great Britain and France it would onlv 
be just that the United State Government 
itself should reimburse its citizens for their 
losses. 

His action has aroused a degree of pertur- 
ation in Great Britain and France, which 
Senator Borah professes to find difficult of 
explanation, except on the assumptien either 
that he has been misunderstood or that know- 
ledge is possessed in those countrics which 
is unavailable here. 

Thus, the Senator admits that if there had 
becn a tacit agreement at the time of the 
settlement of the British debt that these claims 
wouldnot be pressed, it would be easv to 
account for the resentment over any present 
revival of the question. :

One ‘of the most illuminating speeches we 
have yet had on the subject of inter-Allied 
debts was made by Mr. Churchill this even- 


in: on the second reading of the Consolidated _ 


Fund Bill. The subject was raised by Mr. 
Snowden, who pointed out that if the money 
due us from certain Continental countries 
was paid, the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
would be relieved from most of his financial 
embarrassments. He proceeded to show 
what a comparatively happy 
should be in if there was an equitable adjust- 
ment all round. Russia owed us 800 millions, 
France 700 millions, Italy 600 millions, and 
about 100 millions were due from smaller 
European States, making a total of about 
2,100 millions. He said that we were paying 
the United States about 34 millions a year, 
rising ultimately to 38 millions for 62 years. 
If we funded our claims on the same terms 
we should get 84 millions a year from our 


Continental debtors, leaving us with a yet" 


gain of 46 millions a year, equal to eleven- 
pence in the £ on income tax. 

The prospect was an alluring one, but Mr. 
Snowden apparently had not much hope that 
it would be realised. In his opinion, we were 
much too tender-hearted, and by permitting 
France and Italy not to pay their debts we 
were subsidising out of the pockets of the 
British taxpayers the severe competition of 
French and Italian goods against the British. 
He was particularly severe on France, the 
financial record of that country being, in his 
view, one of the most disreputable in the 
history of national finance. 

Sir William Davison, intervening, asked 
Mr Snowden what he had got to say about 
the Russian debt. Mr. Snowden retorted 
that the question of the Russian debt re- 
mained in abeyance, because the present 
British Government refused to open négotia- 
tions. If, he went on, the time ever comes 
for really practical negotiations, I should 
advocate justice to this country before mag- 
naminity to another country. 


MR. CHURCHILL’S POSITION. 

On the matter of principle, Mr. Churchill 
found himself in considerable agreement with 
Mr. Snowden. He did not dispute that 
these debts cught to be surveyed as a whole, 
as a matter of principle, but it was impos- 
sible altoge‘her to avoid consideration of a 
country’s capacity to pay. Tracing the 
history of inter-Allied debts, he said that we 
were paying the United States 34 millions a 
vear, rising in eight years to 38 millions.

tions.

Russia, continued the Chancellor, had ie- 
pudiated her war debt, as well as her civil 
debt, but he had hopes of a changed situa- 


tion, and in such an event we should not 


treat Russia with less consideration than we 
had shown to other debtors. Italv had been 
treated on her capacity to pay; that capacity 
being estimated at about one-third of that 
of France. The basis of the French settle- 
ment was that there should be sixty-two 
annual payments of 124 millions, but there 
were outstanding points which still had te 
be discussed, 

The important part of the. Chancellor's 
speech came at the end. He said that when 
Krance and Italy, and the minor powers had 
funded their debts, the United States would 
be receiving, directly or indirectly on her own 
account, through various channels, 60 per 
cent.. of the total probable reparation pay- 
ments by Germany; It was an extraordinary 
situation to develop, that reparations should 
be drawn from the war strieken countries to 
flow in an unbroken stream across the 
Atlantic to that wealthy, prosperon> and 
great Republic. These facts would not, he. 
believed, pass out of the minds of responsible 
persons, either in the United States or in 
Europe. 

After further discussion, the Consolidated 
Fund Bill was read a second time, and the 
House rose at 10.15 p.m.

CANADIAN SENATOR WANTS

They had, he went on, a Civil Service 
system based on. the British system, and 
16,686 civil servants transferred from the 
British régime. Thoss people had their 
salaries and rights assured undet the Treaty. 
If he adopted the ten-p.c. “cut.” of Deputy 
Gorey, all those officers would simply claim 
their rights under the Treaty and go on the 
superannuation list, Such a ' cut would 
be the most reckless extravagance. : 
Their civil servants were, -he said, not paid 
highly, and he gave some comparisons with 
the pay of men in the service of Northern 
Selene In every. case the latter were the 
higher, as, for example, 


Secretary to the De- 
artment for Finance, Free?State £1,500. 
Northern Ireland £1,600,750. The general 
‘body of the Neads of the Free State Depart- 
ments - recel fixed salaries of £1,200, 
wisereas in the Wurth ~ siiiiilar officers re- 
‘evived £1,200 to £1,500, He further gave the 
salaries of thé present higher officials as com- 
pared with those paid to the men who carried 
on the work soll " the British. They In- 
cluded the police, Land Commission, and 
other departments, and in all those the ex- 
ponditure on officia's, which he gave in great 
tail, was less than in the British days. . 

All the work oí his office was done by the 
present’ Attorney-General with £2,500, where- 
as in tha past the Attorney-General received 
£5,000 a year and a Solicitor-General £2,000. 
He went on to trace a similar scale of reduc: 
tions for new. app2intments to all the admin- 
istrative departments and to the clerieal 
grades. He pointed, out that the bonuses 
allowed ‘to the higher officers were not up to 
the increased cost of living, and those to the 
lower ranks could not possibly be reduced. 

‘FIRST CLASS MATERIAL. 

The Government had always to have regard 
to the fact that for all the higher grades of 
the service they required first class material. 
No advantage vould be gained to the country 
by cutting salaries in such a way that the 
best péople, the people of ability 
and of ambition, would not. enter 
the service of the State. Tf they 
failed to get into the service young men and 
women up to the standard required the 
country would pay dearly fer it later on. It 
should be remembered that their young people 
still had the right to sit for examination for 
entry into the British Civil Service, and, if 
the salaries offered here were lowered to an 
appreciable extent, the home Civil Service 
would not attract the right people, would not 
have the right morale nor the right spirit. 
The euccessful administration of the Govern- 
ment of a country depended largely on the 
quality of its civil servants, 

We have,” he proceeded. “a very good 
Civil Gervice. In all the higher ranks we 
have men of great ability, great zeal, great 
public spirit, great independence... I admit 
that personally I know only certain particular 
grades of the service, but I do think that we 
have a Civil Service. to. which the 
country may be gratefyl for extraordinarily 
good work done in very difficult times,” 

DISGRUNTLED FOLK. 
The statement that it was outvageous that 
a civil servant should have a salary of $1,000 
& year came largely from the talk of dis- 
gruntled people who were themselves unable 
to pass the examinations. Such people always 
talked about the outrageous salaries paid to 
their successin] compétitors. When consider- 
ing salaries the Government had .to have 
regard to what was available for clever young 
people in the competing occupations—those of 
the docter, the solicitor and the commercial 
man, As Deputy Johnson had said very aptly it 
the House,the clamour against what was paid to 
Ministers and those assisting them to run 
the State were but the manifestations of the 
slave mifff, and from which came jealousy 
and énvy. (Hear, hear.) |

Replying to the suggestions that the 
Government had ‘forced the retirement of an 
enormous number of civil servants to make 
place for their friends, he said that the re- 
tirements under the Treaty were 1,602. Those 
were retirements that the Government could 
hot prevent, The discharges under the new 
system amounted to 549. Of those 34 were 
Resident Magistrates, 13 members of the staff 
of Marlborough -street Training College, one 
Under Secretary in Dublin Castle, two 
magistrates of the D.M.P. area, nine inspectors 
of the Local Government Board, two Com- 
missioners of the D, M.P..

services.

At the close of the case, the Justice said 
that he was satisfied that approximately one- 
quarter of the butter was impure. There 
must be a conviction, and he would impose 4 
fine of £3 and costs. In future, however, the 
fines would be much more severe.

FIRM’S CLAIM AGAINST 
COLLECTOR, 

An interesting action concerning the lia- 
hility of organisers of shop clubs was heard 
at the Londonderry City Assizes by Mr. Jus- 
tice Wilson and a jury yesterday, when 
Messrs. Austin and Compapy, » Diamond, 
Derry, claimed £198 4s. 3d. for goods suid 
and delivered, the defendant being Mrs. 
Elien Doyle, ower Nassan street. 

The plaintiffs’ case was that the defendant, 
who managed ten collecting clubs in the city, 
obtained from the firm goods to the value cf 
£198 4s. 3d., for which no payment had been 
made. A gcuardrntee had been given by the 
defendant, making her responsible for goods 
supplied to members of the club, and it was 
in respect of the tenth elub, which existed in 
1929, that the debt o6ccuried. 

The defence was that no guarantee had been 
given by the plaintiff making her liable for 
the grote eupplied to members of the clubs 
which she managed, but that defendant was 
really acting a5 agent for plaintiff’, and that 
she had paid to the plaintiffs all the money 
received by her from them. 

George IS. Austin, managing director of the 
plaintift firm, said that he cduld not have suc- 
ceeded in collecting the amoutits due, because 
Mrs. Doyle only, and not the members of the 
club, was liable to him. ! 

Mrs, Doyle said that she could not collect 
some of the money, because the people were! 
in semi-starvation and could not fay: Cne 
of these people who had not paid was now in 
her grave, probably through this starvation.

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SCOTTISH SHALE INDUSTRY 
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THREATENED WITH . 
EXTINCTION. 

In their report issted in Glasgow yesterday, 
the Court of Investigation which recently in- 
vestigated the wages position in the Scottish 
shale oil industry expressed the view that it 
is in the national interest that the shale mines 
of the Lothians should not be allowed to be- 
come derelicts.

ee STRAHAN, DERRY. 
le death hag oecnrred sudde 
Rev. Professor James Eas, hai, Tie 
Professor of Hebrew. and Biblical Writicisca 
in MeCrea-Magee College, Londonderry. Pyp- 
fessor Strahan was conducting united prayers 
for the students in the Co lege chapel on 
Tuesday morning, at ten 6’élock, when he had 
a seiztre and collapsed in his chair, becoming 
unconscious. Hé was conveyed to the faculty 
room, and later to his own residence within 
the College grounds. In the meantime, Dr. 
Cunningham, his medical adviser, was sum- 
moned. Professor Strahan, however, never 
regained consciousness, and passed away 
before three o’clock in the morning as .ne 
result of an effusion of blood in the brain. 
A Raptive of Aberdeen, Professor Strahan 
took ls arts course in Aberdeen University, 
an@mis theological course in the Free Church 
College, Edinburgh. For a time he was 
assistant to Dr. A. B. Devidson, Professor 
of Hebrew in the Free Church College. One 
of Dr. Davidson's favourite students, Pro- 
fessor Strahan ublished a few 
Years ago a biomraihy of Dr. 
davidson. Professor Strahan’s first charze 
Was in St. Fergus, Aberdeen, and he was 
afterwards in Belgrave square, London. He 
resi ned that charge to take up literary work 
in Edinburgh, writing. in magazines and 
ag re lectures which he had delivered. 
e delivered the Cunningham lectures in con- 
nection with the Free Church College, Edin- 
burgh. He also acted as reader for Messrs. 
I. aud T. Clarke. the well-known theolagical 
piiblishers in Edinburgh, and it was while 
engaged in this work that he became a can- 
didate for the Chair of Hebrew and Biblical 


} Criticism: vacant by the death of the Rev. 


Professor Dickey in 1915. Although at the 
time there was considerable opposition to his 
candidature, he was appointed by the 
General Assembly, his appointment - being 
Yérv popular in Derry. He was one of the 
“reatest Hebrew scholars of his time, and 
had a marvellous gift for writing. 

Of his published works, the first of note 
was “ Hebrew Ideals.’’ His best-known 
work, perhaps, amongst Biblical scholars is 
his commentary on Job. Sinee-he went 
to Loéridonderry he wrote, in addition to 
the biography of his teacher, Dr. 
A, >» Davidson, the life of Mrs. 
Brown, Donaghmore, and “God in 
History,” a sketch of Old Testament religion.

CANON MANNING, BANAGHER.

AMERICANS. 
CONSTANT DEMAND FOR NEW 
PATTERNS. 

A textile expert in New York states that, 
while there has been a decided decline in 
tlie importation «f English cotton goods in 
the “ grey ” and finished state, the demand 
in the States for English, Trish, and Seottish 
woollens is increasing. There is even a 
distinct vogue for these miaterials. Most of 
the business, Mé says, is being done by a 
few firms who have taken special pains to 
adapt. themselves to the tastes and require- 
ments of the American market. It would 
ay manufacturers who are hoping to do 
usifiess in America to send out a technical 
Yepresentative to get first-hand informa- 
tion about these tastes and requirements. 
Cloth which sells easily on the Continent 
and in the Dominions would be probably 
quite unsuitable for the United States 

market. 

“ For -.asons best known to himself,” he 
says, ' the average American is apt to. wear 
somewhat louder. clothes than are found in 
the European market, and discards clothes 
in a much shorter time than is the case in 
other countries. This creates a constant 
demand for new patterns and designs.’”’ The 
demand in the States is for lower-priced 
woollens and medium to high-priced worsteds, 
due to the fact that the duty usually amounts 
to from 70 to 753 per cent. of the cost f.o.b. 
Liverpool.

‘sufferings. Consequently, they are, as Mr. 
Blythe tells us, “all over the country : 
crying out for economy all round and less 
expenditure.’” Mr. Blythe replies to that 
popular demand with a noteworthy (égéreté 
of argument. He fractically tells the people 
that they have no sense, and that they might 
just as well be crying for the moon. , The 
main question, whether the Free State can 
or can not afford to pay for the current cost 
of government as much as it is paying, or 
anything like as much, he treats as non- 
existent. He affects to believe that the main 
question is whether or not essential services 
should be sacrificed, thereby reducing the 
general administration to the restricted and 
primitive condition of a century ago. He 
sets up other dummy arguments like that, and 
then knocks them down again; but there is 
no need for the public to take anything he 
said any more seriously than he takes any- 
thing the public say on this subject. We still 
live in the oligarchic atmosphere. Our Execu- 
tive do not consider, the people as grown-up 
in the political sense; they know just what is 
good for us all, and what is the right medicine 
to give us, and they are most certainly giving 
what they think right in large doses. _ 

It is only fair, of course, to admit that 
popular criticism of the present State ex- 
travagance is intensified by the unworthy 
sentiment of personal envy. That was clearly 
manifested in the old days, when a score or 
two of individuals favoured by the late John 
Redmond’s party were given “jobs,” which 
greatly scandalised the Sinn Fein Party, now 
in power, and were at the time denounced 
with the most righteous indignation. Now 
the people see, not scores, but thousands, 
getting what they call ‘‘jobs’’ in the Army 
or Civil Service, and they verily believe that 
it is not thousands, but tens of thousands, 
who have thus been favoured, popular 
imagination always exaggerating little things 
of this kind. 

All that, however, is beside the mark. The 
main question still remains unanswered :—Can 
the Free State afford to-day to pay what it is 
paying for the current cost of government, or 


can it not. and. if not, by how much must 
that cost be reduced? In 1912-13 the pro- 
portionate share of the current cost of 


government in the twenty-six counties was 
approximately nine millions, which, allowing 
for the diminished purchasing value of the 
pound, would: be equivalent to-day to about 
sixteen millions. We are now, however, at 
the twenty-nine million mark Mr. Blythe 
talked of the State’s going back a century by 
spending too little. To complete that, let me 
add that the State can go back just as far by 
spending too much.—Yours, etc., 
Henry P.

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CIRCUIT COURT RULES, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—I . understand that these long- 
promised rules will. soon be brought into 
effect, and it is understood that, if passed 
as is now proposed, they will entail an 
elaborate form of pleading for the various 
cases, large or small, which will be deat 
with by the Circuit Judges. . As a solicitor 
of some years practice, I would suggest to 
the Incorporated Law Society, and especially 
to those of its members who practise in the 
country, that no formal pleadings are at all 
requisite. The old County Courts gave com- 
plete satisfaction to litigants, and under the 
present arrangement it is a mere extension of 
jurisdiction,.and nothing else. The changes 


are of the simplest kind, and no complaint 
was ever made by the practitioners o1 
litigants that any injustice was worked under 
the old rules. If counsel have to be retained 
for the majority of the cases which will come 


before the Circuit Courts in the future, |] 
cannot see what the advantages wil! be; but 
I am confident that. in many instances, if | 
plaintiffs or defendants be precluded from 


having. their cases fully heard because some 
form of pleading has not been adopted, hard 
ships will be repeatedly suffered.

PROGRESS OF BILL, 
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Tie Limerick Harbour Bill, by which 
the Harbour Board seeks powers for the 
building of a second dock and other works 
at a cost approaching £200,000, was ad- 
vanced a little yesterday, when the Joint 
Committee of Dail and Senate members 
appointed to consider the bill approved 
the preamble and proceeded to examine 
the clauses. 

No opposition to the project was mani- 
fest at the Committee, and the promoters 
the only party represented by 
counsel. The amendments under con- 
sideration came chiefly from the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce.

POLICY OF ECOMOMY,

As was announced last week the three. 
Dublin City Commissioners have been able 
by a policy of strict economy in the adminis- 
tration of local services to effect a still further 

uction in the rates for the year ending 
March 3ist, 1927, A rate of 16s. in the £ 
has been struck, as compared with 17s. 2d. 
for the year 1925-26, and 19s. 2d, for the 
previous year. This means that since they 
took up office on May 20th, 1924, the Com- 
missioners have reduced the rates by 3s. 2d. 
in the £, while at the same time effecting a 
marked improvement in city administration, 

The estimates for the forthcomong financial 
year were issued yesterday, and their details 
are enlightening, as showing the mannér in 
which economies have been effected. For 
the vear 1925-26 the Commissioners estimated 
for a total expenditure. of £931,940 6s. 8d., 
which demanded a rate of 17s. 2d. Next 
vear, 1926-27, the amount required for all 
services is £865,265 12s, 2d., a saving of 
£66,674 14s. 6d.

REDUCTIONS GENERAL. 

An analysis of the estimates given in the 
above table shows that in the majority of 
them a reduction of expenditure has béen 
made. Others, like that for public libraries, 
sewers, tuberculosis expenses and compensa- 
tion for criminal injuries, show increases of 
varying amounts. The increase in the latter 
estimate is explained by the reimposition on 
local rates of responsibility for the payments 
ot amounts awarded as compensation for 
malicious injuries. : 

The markets account, which is included in 
the Improvement Fund, affords some interest- 
ing information on the working of the various 
undertakings. It is satisfactory to note that 
a net surplus of £2,844 in the coming year’s 
business is estimated. The expenditure on 
account of paving, under which heading comes 
the maintenance of streets, miscellaneous 
works, tree planting, open spaces, ete, ; 
special works, and the Dangerous Buildings 
Department, will total £155,408 16s. 5d. ‘The 
special works already undertaken or about to 
begin include a large number of widening and 
improvement schemes. 

THE NELSON COLUMN. 

A sum. of £1,500 is down for the removal 
of the Nelson aud the Smith O’Brien monn- 
ments in Sackville street, so that the work is 
hkely to begin at an carly date.

CO-OPERATION ESSENTIAL. 

At the annual meeting of the Wexford 
Meat Supply and Bacon Factory a report was 
read from the directors stating that trading 
couditions during the year were unsatisfactory 
on the whole, and, although the years 
accounts were closed with a modest profit, 
such a result was only obtained by a policy 
of drastic retrenchment and economy. 

A serious shortage in pigs embarrassed 
operations throughout the year, and the high 
prices ruling for bacon as an inevitable conse- 
juence tended to check the consumptive de- 
mand. 

The position of Irish bacon in the British 
market has not improved during the past 
twelve months, but there were signs that the 
farmers ure aware oí the state of affairs, 
avd are making efforts to turn out a pig 
capable of producing bacon superior to that 
«xported by competing countries. ‘The future 
of the Trish bacon trade lies largely in the 
hands of the farmers, and if the oid supre- 
racy in the British market is to be regaimed 
there must be Joval and whole-hearted —¢o- 
operation between pic feeders and their ¢o- 
operative bacon factories, and the needs of 
ihe customers must receive ciose attention, 

THE STORE CATTLE TRADE. 

What was «gid of the pig trade apphed to 
the cattle trade also. Canada was becoming a 
formidable rival. and it was probabic that 
the Jrish store cattle trade would not again 
prove so remunerative as it was in the past. 
Irish beef could. bowevey. if the cattle were 
properly Snished, commend a ready sale in 
Great Britain, and the Board had been mak 
ing strenuous efforts to foster interest in the 
production of “baby” beet. 

It could not be said that future prospects

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CRIPPLED C HILDREN. 


THE VALUE OF OPEN-AIR 
TREATMENT. 

é Open-Air Treatinent for Crippled Children 
formed the subject of a tecture given yester- 
day afternoon by Lady Beatrix Wilkinson at 
the Royal Orthopedic Hospital, Upper Merrion 
street, Dublin. 

The lecturer said that in England for many 
years it was recognised that it was absoluteiv 
necessary to treat children with surgical 
tuberculosis in the open-air. Gradually it 
began to be discovered the same excellent 
results were also obtained with children suffer- 
ing with congenital and crippling problems. 
Most places mm England were awakening to 
the face that they had a large number cf 


crippled children in their midst, and that } 


ihe quickest and most economical way to cure 
them was to put them for treatment in the 
open air. 

Here in Dublin they had extraordinarily 
good facilities, with dozens of beautiful sites 
within casy reach oi the town, with mountain 
and sea air combined. Lverybody seemed to 
be awakening up now, and all agreed that it 
was really essential that children should be 
treated in the open air if they were to get 
the best and quickest results ry saille. 

In a series of slides Lady Beatrix illustrated 
the work done at the Purford Open-Air 
Hospital, in the South of England. 

Mr. E. Phelps, K.C., proposed a vote of 
thanks to Lady MHeatrix Wilkinson, and 
thanked her personally for the large monetary 
gift, which was the partial resuli of the exhibt- 
tion of Titania’s Palace. 

Dr. Haughton, in seconding the vote ci 
thanks. said that it would cost between three 
and ioug thonsand pounds to get a suitable 
site m the countrv, and about the same 
umount to equip the hospital in the manner 
necessary. 

Mr. Stevenson and Mr. Chance also 
associaled themseives with the vote of thanks. 

In putting the motion the Chairman, Mr. 
Joseph Mooney, recalled that when they 
wanted to buy the present site of the Ortho- 
predic Hospital they first arranged a purchase 
price, and then three of them went to the 
bank and signed a guarantee, They never 
lost anything, aud he, tor one, was periecily 
willing to repeat that operation now. and to 
cuaranice with three of four others the 
purchase moncy of a site. He had no doubt 
that the required money would come in, but, 
in the meantime, by giving a guarantee to 
the bank they could go ahead with the 
scheme.

NORTHERN HOSPITAL WITH 100 
HEADPHONES.

SOME GOOD RUNS—XVIII.: 
since my last letter I regret to have read 
of the death—-the result of a hunting fall— 
of the inuch-esteemed Mr. J. W. Murphy, of 
el]. 1 vode many runs alongside him and 


this season, and one of their latest good runs 
from Coalbrook (the centre of the new coal 
gvndicate) reminded me that the first run I 
ever had in that part of the country was over 
very much the: same line, except that mine 
started from Gallanacole. This famous covert 
had net been drawn for two or three seasons 
pre viously, and, for diplomatic reasons at the 
hime, trotted to. it from the meet at 
Kijlenaule, a matter of about six miles. <A 
crack of a whip, was enough to get a fox 
and he ran towards Ballingarry village, 
crossed the ‘Rectory grounds, where we 
jumped the ugliest stone-faced fence I ever 
saw , jumped; thence on to Gragaugh and 
up to. brout’s covert, but bore away 
from it left-haud, whieh brought us to Ballin- 
tacgart Wood. ‘There was a stout fence into 
the wood, which would look bigger to me now 
than it did then; and going through the 
od (my first time there) I got an ugly fall 
he reason Of+a concealed drain. In future I 
kept to the sides through that wood! Ran 
over to Harley Park, where the fox attempted 
to cross thel\thigh. wall near the pleasure 
rounds, fell’ hack ard was run into.

the last’ Reetor who lived there was Mr. 
Madden, who is new at the Curragh. I called 


one day to see him when he was at Cullen 
about twelve years’ ago, and he showed me 
the smallest covert for a fox I ever saw. It 
consisted of one single tree in his garden— 
I forget whether it was rhododendron or 
lanrel—but it was very close and thick, and 
in this a fox had taken up his abode and 
remained there for months. Instinct must 
have told that fox that he was protected. 

In my first season in Queen's County we 
had very good sport with Major 
Hamilton Stubber, notably a hunt that began 
at Low Hill, which is well worth an. attempt 
to describe, It was on the órd of January; 
1922. The first hour was in the Kilkenny 
country, by Attanagh station to’ Ballyragget, 
going around the Kilkenny covert‘ of: Bally- 
martin and up the hill to Faroda (where Lord 
Iiellew had a shooting lodge), and thence back 
to where we started Írom, with beaten horses. 
I would have hked a longer respite; but the 
hounds kept moving all the time and drove 
the fox through the covert and away at the 
. County side up to Ballinakill village, 
and thence, facing towards Castlecomer, we 
described a wide three-quarter curve till we 
found ourselves after another hour or a little 
more in the Red Bog. Here it was difficult 
riding, and we were glad when the pack 
cleared the bog. Mercifuily the pace slackened, 
and evidently our fox was getting beaten. 
We had about half an hour of twisting and 
turning in every few fields, and then off the 
lime altogether. It looked to me hopeless, 
but the Major was persevering. and he re- 
covered the line in a very difficult country. 
They ran hard and fairly straight again into 
the Kilkenny country of Skehana, leaving 
that country behind them, and killing in the 
open about a mile beyond. It was altogether 
three hours. Only one saw the fox killed— 
Mr. Harry Smith. ‘Soon aftergthe Master and 
our present huntsman, McCa®hy, came up; 
then Mr. Prior Wandesforde, Mr. Joe Lalor, 
Lady Coote and Miss Murphy, of Rashin. 
The latter was riding as good a mare as I 
ever saw, but at that time she took some 
riding. Lady Coote is not hunting here at 
present, but we all hope she will be again. 

During all my time I can remember only 
ene run in Tipperary in which only one fol. 
lower saw the end. Mr. J. H. Power and

LIQUOR DUTIES. 

Mr. .J. M'Rean moved:—‘‘ That the 
Executive Council. be requested to take into 
consideration, for the purpose of their 
Finance Bill for the coming year, the existing 
duties on spirits and beer, with a view, to 
their reduction and consequent relief +o the 
trade an“ commerce of Saorstat. Eireann.”’ 

He said that the taxation on the products 
of the industry to which the mation referred 
was ten times the cost of the article. There 
was no other article in the whele-list of taxa- 
tion that-bore such an- oppressive tax.. The 
Government were. financing. the beet sugar 
industry, the benefits of which were distinctly 
problematical, and, at the same time, by 
their taxation they were helping to destroy 
an industry which had a great. deal of 
capital invested in the country, a number of 
splendidly equipped buildings and machinery 
of a most expensive kind. Old distilleries in 
various parts of “ne country had been closed 
down in recent vears. Any tax that crushed 
out an industry was manifestly an unjust 
tax and an economic crime. 

He suggested that the “Government ought 
to reduce duty on whiskey, so as to allow 
it to be sold at a shilling a glass. Increased 
consumption would go far to make up the 
revenue. bara : 

FALL IN EMPLOY MENT, 

Mr. Martin Fitzgerald seconded the motion. 
He said that im the year $921 there were 121. 
distilleries in the country, and they gave €m- 
ployment to a great number of anen. In. 
Dablin clone there were three distillerits, em- | 
ploying 800 men, whose aggregate .wages 
amounted to £100,0C% a vear. . At ‘present, 
these three establishments’ were employing no 
more than 70 men. Formerly these dis- 
tilléries paid for a million barrels of barley 
yearly, but the total this year did not exceed 
70,000 barrels. Distilleries at Kildare, Tulla- 
more arid Monasterevan had ceased working. 
When thev were working they bought the 
barley produce of 5,000 acres. 

In 1919 the duty on whiskey was: raised 
to 30s. a gallon: in 1920-1t was increased to 
50s.. and in 1921 to 72s. a gallan, and..an 
industry in which £5,000,000 was ‘invested 
was being wiped out. The Covernment were 
investing £150,000 in a sugar hee} industry, 
He could get delivered im- Dublin all the 
sugar that Ireland. required at 15s. per cwt., 
while the Government were giving 2 hopus to 
the proposed sugar factory in Carlow, and 
thus spending moncy in producing a com- 
modity that would never nay. Where were 
the farmers to sell their harlev. if the dis- 
tilleries were closed’? More noteen was being 
made. He could buy as much peteen now as 
he wanted. This year the production of 
whiskey would be less than one-twentieth of 
what it was ten vears ago, while Scotch 
whisky in-large quantities. was being brought 
into the country. 

The Eari of Mayo mentioned the case of a 
firm in England that purchased barley -seed 
in. many. countries, and found none _ better 
than, or equal to, barley that was grown in 
the Midlan is of Ireland. 


DEMAND FOR ‘' SCOTCH.”’ : 
Mr. Jackson said that he had found. is 
his district in the West that Scotch whiskey 
was lately aappennne Irish whiskey. The 
taste of the people had changed. in favour of 
the Scotch product, and he did. not see why 
Scotch whiskey shouldbe allowed ta come 
in to the extermination of our own distilleries.

Mr. S. L. Brown suggested that the motion 
had been brought forward at an inopportune 
time. They were within two weeks of the 
introduction of the Budget in the Dail. He 
felt certain that the Minister for Finance and 
the Government iad made,up their minds as 
to how they were going to get the money that 
they required, If they were going to. reduce 
the duty on spirits and beer, the motion was 
not necessary. On the other hand, if the 
Minister had made up his mind to leave these 
duties as/they are, the Senators, were only 
stultifying themselves by _ discussing the 
matter. He suggested that the motion should 
be withdrawn.
